Srn,—I have read with considerable interest your leading articles, in the two last 
Journals, upon the profits derived by the copper smelters during a series of years, 
which is quite correct; but you have not in those statements got all the profits de- 
rived by the smelter, as there is another enormous item to be added, little known to 
the public, but of vast importance to the copper smelter. I mean the surplus—that 
ia, the difference in the quantity of copper w' he actually produces, as compared 
with that which he appears to purchase as contained in the ore. This surplus ave- 
rages from 15 to 20 per cent., and gives the smelter an extra profit of quite 20/. per 
ton, and is derived as follows :—In the first place, he purchases his ores at 21 cwts. 
to the ton, which, with 1 cent. allowed for draft, gives him 6 per cent. of copper ; 
but it is also well known that in smelting in the way at least 1 per cent. more 
copper is obtained from the ore than is shown by the assay. Now, as the smelter 
endeavours to make his average produce of ore for smelting about 10 per cent., this 
gives him another 10 per cent. upon the ton of copper produced, or at least 16 
cent, of copper, which he never pays for at all. If this amount of profit is added to 
the statement which you gave, you will observe that the estimate in my last letter of 
401. per ton of copper asthe smelter’s profit is below the real fact. The whole amount 
of cost in smelting a ton of fine copper from ores of 10 per cent. produce, including 
fuel, labour, and all charges, does not exceed 7/., and, in many cases, may be done

Srn,—Seeing the remarks of “‘ An Adventurer ”’ on the standard, and its effects on 
the above mine, I beg to say that it is far more serious than he represents it, as I 
visited the mine a few days since, and I then discovered they had sustained a very 
heavy loss, exclusive of the 17s. per ton on the price of copper, which was not half 


the loss that had occurred, as the tributers had taken for two months, and at a 
price, no doubt, quite close h; consequently, the sudden drop in the of 
copper, and the rumour of its still going lower, caused the men to be dissat ,and 
they slackened their work, in many cases not raising three-fourths of the usual 
quantity of ore. Now, this was far more serious to the adventurers than the fall of 
17s. per ton, as the men stood the loss of one-thirdof that. Being a dividend-paying 
—y it may be said it is not of much consequence, as the company can stand this 
oss for once. 

But there is still a more serious side to the affair, which affects the labouring miner. 
Let us suppose their tribute to average one-third, or, in round numbers, 6s. per ton 
—a loss which, in many cases, would have taken off one-third of their month’s earn- 
ings. as they have nearly the same expenses, termed costs, to pay when, from their 
being disheartened and flagging in their work, they only brought to surface three- 
fourths of the usual quantity of ore; and when pay-day comes, they will be found 
minus of half their usual pay. This is a most loss to the labouring man, and 
the copper smelters must see that, by their inflicting this sudden drop in copper, 
without warning, they took the bread from the mouths of thousands of hard-worki: 
families. Had the price of copper warranted such a drop, and had it been carri 
down on a gradual scale, the labouring man would not have suffered to half the ex- 
tent he has now done, 

I hope they will take these things into consideration in future. I see no means of 
remunerating the working miner any | the sudden advance of the standard, although 
sudden changes at all times damage mining.

Sr1z,—I am rather surprised at the impatience of your correspondent, Mr. Patterson.

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MINING IN JAMAICA. 
The progress of mining in Jamaica has been pursued under difficulties, 


sufficient to deter any but those who,entertain a strong faith in the genuineness of 
the enterprise in which they are embarked. When this island first gave serious pro- 
mise of future mineral wealth, the question was whether, gevlogicaily speaking, these 
promises were not wholly a delusion—whether, in a word, the geological structure 
of the island was not adverse altogether to the formation of ore in well-develo; 
lodes or fissures, without which mining in Jamaica would simply involve an useless 
expenditure of money. That copper ores existed in the country, and in considerable 

uantities, it was wholly impossible to doubt. As if to give singular force to the un- 
avourable view of mining in Jamaica, the Metealfe Company was formed under cir- 
cumstances of most exaggerated promise. If any one had set steadily to work, in 
order to demonstrate experimentaily the truth of tbe assertion that the copper ores 
of Jamaica were superficial, and in bunches, and not distributed in regular veins, as 
was necessary for remunerative working, he could scarcely have done so more per- 
fectly to the conviction of those who wished it to be so, than did those who, at that 
most critical period, had the practical management of the Job’s Hill Mine. Nor did 
the Job’s Hill Mine stand alone in failure. ‘he rage for mining soon extended itself, 
and, before many months iad expired the Liguanea, the Suc River, the Jamaica, 
and, finally, the Port Royal Companies, succeeded the Metcalfe in hopeless and irre- 
deemable failure.

The pre- 
sent success of the Clarendon Minesis the best evidence of the blindness which led to 
the abandonment of the adventures referred to. Had the Clarendon Mines, like others, 
been owned by English capitalists, there can be no doubt thatone of the most promising 
copper mines in any country, as Stamford Hill Mine undoubtedly is, would have long 
since been abandoned ; and it would have been said of that, as it has been said of Job’s 
Hill, Mount Vernon, and Sue River, that its ores only existed at surface, and in 
bunches. The Stamford Hill Mine owes its present favourable prospects wholly tothe 
steady faith in its ultimate pressed andacted upon by adventurers in Jamaica. 
Happily for all concerned, the local management of its affairs rested in the hands of 
the Hon. Edward Thompson, and his bands were greatly strengthened by the rapid 
progress towards success of another mining association, which bore too near a rela- 
tion to the Clarendon Company’s mines not to be without effect in producing confi- 
dence amengst the shareholders in England.

described above, ofa weight equal to the weight of the materials admitted 
to the privilege of the temporary free export.—2. Such sheet-iron, iron 
corners, &c., cannot be imported, and iron ships and boilers cannot be re- 
exported, except through established warehousing ports (entrepéts réels), 
and through the offices on the fronticr open to transit trade.—3, All de- 
ficiencies will give rise to the application of the penalties imposed by the 
Art. 3 of the law of July 5, 1856, All discovered deficiencies arising 
from waste in the manufacture may, however, be considered as involving 
the payment of the duty attaching to the raw material.—4, The regula. 
tions of the before-recited ordinance of 1843, which are not re-enacted 
by the present decree, are abolished,

4s., as given by that gentleman, and enters into much statistical 
tdetafl to prove the truth of his assertion. It would certainly be of greater utility 
to shareholders in mines if, instead of the standard only being published, the price 
paid to the miner for the copper in the ore was given. Nor can it be denied that 
oecasionally increased prices have been given for copper when the standard bas 
fallen ; a rise, we are aware, took place in the receipts of the miner at the time of 
the panic, but these isolated instances only tend to show how bad the system is that 
regulates so important a branch of our national industry as the production of cop- 
re. The price per ton of copper, if quoted, would show the bona fide transaction 

tween the smelter and miner, and the complications of the standard, which are 
understood by so few, would not be necessary. The relative positions of smelter 
and miner require considerable modification. It is not to be supposed that any re- 
form will emanate from the smelter ; and if the condition of the miner is to be ame- 
liorated, he must himself take the initiative movement. In general, the miner has 
content with bewailing the manner in which he is dominated over by the 
smelter—his time has been occupied in complaints, and devising methods to free 
himself from the thrall with which he is bound. Disunion, mutual jealousy, and 
ill-feeling, have in too many instances characterised the miner; with such discor- 
dant elements no combination could be arrived at. On the other hand, the smelters 
have always been united, and thus they have been enabled to reguiate the price of 
copper both to the consumer and producer. A reform is needed, and this can be 
effected if firmness and unity of purpose at the present time are combined. 

CoLocxe Mistxo Company.—Str : Having been present at the recent meeting of this 
company, I may, perbaps, be allowed to make a few remarks on what I consider 
the prospects of the concern. The manner in which the accounts were presented 
was, I believe, satisfactory to all, and the report was certainly all that could be de- 
sired, but the conduct of the directors with regard to fature operations certainly 
appears curious, — It was stated at the meeting that the object of asking the share- 
holders to authorise them to dispose of such property was to enable the directors to 
sell the Rahrbacherhohe, to provide them with funds for developing their other 
mines; yet, on reference to the tabelie, I find that the Rahrbacherhohe, so far as 
at present known, is the richest of the 40 mines of which the company have pes- 
session.

This activity has been stimulated by the favourable 
appearance which the mining market is rapidly assuming, and the well 
grounded expectation that an abundant harvest, of which there is now 
almost a certainty, will decrease the value of money to perhaps 2} or 3 per 
cent., and consequently give great activity to every branch of legitimate 
enterprise. Itis thought by those who watch, and are very conversant with 
the signs of the times, that there will be much investment and speculation 
this autumn, and numerous projects, we are aware, are waiting only this 
altered state of the money market to be brought before the — Mining, 
no doubt, will have its portion of consideration, especially as the present 
position of the shares of most of the dividend-paying mines offers such re- 
munerative returns to purchasers; from 15 to 25 per cent, can be secured 
in substantial undertakings.

We have always argued that mining is.as legitimate a branch 
of business as any other calling, provided that it be honestly carried out, 
but the great evil has been, that many good mines have got into the hands of 
speculators and jobbers, who know nothing of mineralogy or mining, and 
whose sole desire is to sell shares at a profit. Let us enquire how in general 
committees of management are formed, and who the secretaries are. In 
nearly every other profession some training is necessary ; at least the person 
assuming to be a doctor or lawyer, as the case may be, is supposed to have 
some education to render him capable of fulfilling the pursuit he has chosen. 
This, however, is not the case with mining; the nephew or cousin of a com- 
mitteeman may be appointed secretary, although e has never seen a mine, 
and isentirely ignorant of the value and use of the materials he has to buy. 

In too many instances mines are brought on the market by crafty and 
needy solicitors, whose sole object is to obtain money on scrip; at the 
same time, they are reckless in what manner the mine is worked, so long 
as they can find persons ready to write reports to suit their objects, and 
sufficient dupes to believe in such reports, on whom to foist their worthless 

r. A flagrant instance of this nature occurred last year at no great dis- 
from the ‘‘ Wrekin:” ores were raised from the mine which more than 
the cost; no accounts were rendered to the shareholders of the prices 
realised at the sales, and the mining agent was required by one of the com- 
mittee to write reports for the shareholders, so that the scrip could fetch a 
high price. The prospectus stated the mine had —— shares paid up, but at 
the winding-up of the company it was found the promoters, who had placed 
some thousand of shares on the market, had barely expended 100/, on the 
property. a induced several persons to deposit money, for the osten- 
sible purpose of working the mine, and the shares were to have been given 
to them, but, under the nce of issuing new certificates, they were 
not delivered until they got rid of their own shares; a quantity of 
those they could not sell they subsequently mortgaged or pawned, and 
then had the effrontery to tell the shareholders, as a committee of manage- 
ment, they were in debt to the property. 

We could cite other instances equally as flagrant as the above-men- 
tioned ; from time to time, so soon as they have come to our knowledge, 
we have drawn attention to them, and pointed out the evils which this 
vicious system entails on mining enterprise. A great reform is necessary, 
the pressure from without loudly cries for it. We would appeal to all those 
connected with mining, whether agents or dealers, to devise some remedy 
to check the growing disrepute now cast upon ono of the greatest and 
most important branches of our national industry. The public, in too 
many instances, have had just grounds of complaint ; in a great measure 
they are themselves to blame; the desire of becoming suddenly rich, ap. 
parently without exertion, has induced them to speculate in affairs of 
which they were entirely ignorant, and in many cases they have become 
the dupes of poor and designing knaves. 

The mining interest should look to the pwr of the members 
attached to it. We are perfectly aware that in every calling there will al- 
ways be found some black sheep; we do not expect that mining any more 
than any other profession should have all its members immaculate; but 
we do think that all who are concerned should try to rescue mining enter- 
prise from the stigma and repreach which has hitherto been cast upon it 

We have often shown that, as an enterprise, mining, if legitimately 
conducted, is as profitable an adventure as any other business. From the 
nature of the undertaking, there is great opening for fraud and deception, 
and we regret to say this has too often been exercised for the purpose of 
enriching unscrupulous individuals, and plundering willing dupes. 

Public attention has now been drawn to British Mining ; the events of 
the last few years have shown how mines could be mismanaged. as well ae 
well managed. A re-action will shortly take place. Let us hope that spe- 
culators and adventurers have become wiser by experience : if they only 
embark their money in properties whero the committees and agents are men 
of honesty and standing they will not do much harm; but let them be- 
ware of those who can constantly give them a flourishing mine, or, to use 
their own expression, “ get them into a good thing.”

The Government have it in contemplation to compel the 
agriculturists to give statistics of their corn and produce, for the general 
benefit of the nation. It must also be for the benefit of the country, in 
some degree, that our mineral produce should be accurately known ; and 
if the Government compel the farmers to furnish statistics, why not com- 
pel the tin and lead mines, or the tin and lead smelters, to supply correct 
returns of the sales and purchases of these ores? There would then 
be no reason for complaints of imperfect returns, such as we see in the 
Mining Journal every quarter. The publicity and correct statistics which 
are now afforded voluntarily by the copper-ore ticketings are desirable to 
be also obtained in the case of tin and lead; and, if not voluntarily 
given, the Government should be called upon to bring in an Act to compel 
returns of sales of those ores, including quantities, prices, sellers, and 
purchasers. 

The recent very warm and clear weather has had the effect of fast 
ripening the corn throu hout the country, and next week harvesting will 
be in full operation. The crops are generally looking well, and likely to 
be unusually productive. With a bountiful harvest and a low price for 
corn, the condition of the working miner will greatly improve, and a 
stimulus be given to the industry of Cornwall and of the kingdom generally, 





[RON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 
[FYROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.) 

Ava. 7.—The Iron Trade continues somewhat inactive; and although 
we have passed through the first week in August, when it was antici- 
pated we should have numerous orders from America, there is no imme- 
diate prospect of improvement. The fi of the weather in promoting 
the growth of the crops, and in ripening the grain of the country at a 
period much earlier than was anticipated, will undoubtedly have a bene- 
ficial effect on general trade. This circumstance is also regarded as 
having an important influence on the iron trade. The leading houses in 
the trade in these counties are tolerably well off for orders for first-class 
iron. The Canada brought some orders for rails of limited extent, but 
there have been but few orders from the north of Europe. During the 
past month the foreign demand has been principally from the Mediterra- 
nean. The stocks of iron at home and in the States are known to be low, 
purchasers having only bought for immediate requirements, in the hopes 
that prices would be lower. 

We have no improvement to notice in the Coal Trade, which is dull, 
and prices can only be maintained with difficulty. 

The meeting of the men on strike was held on Monday, on Mayday 
Green, in the vicinity of Barnsley. The grounds of dispute between the 
proprietors and the workmen, as we have already stated, are that in the 
bed there is a large escape of sulphuretted hydrogen, which requires a 
careful ventilation ; that latterly a new underviewer has been appointed, 
who has made some alterations inthe working. The miners, who dreaded 
a recurrence of the frightful explosion which took place in 1847, by which 
about 80 lives were sacrificed, on a slight explosion taking place on June 2 
struck work; and, at the same time, the men complain that, instead of work- 
ing eight hours daily, they are compelled by the proprietors to remain in 
the pit for twelve hours, It would further appear that the colliers have 
no confidence in the management of Mr. Minto, the agent, and previous 
to returning to work they have demanded the dismissal of this gentleman, 
This request the proprietors have refused to comply with, and as they 
state most justly, it would be a new and curious feature for the proprie- 
tors and engineers of collieries to submit to the dictation of their work- 
men, as to who should or should not be appointed to the subordinate si- 
tuations in the management. Immediately after the explosion took place, 
the pit was examined by Mr. Charles Morton, the Government Inspector, 
who reported that it was perfectly safe, and, consequently, the men, if 
they pleased, could have immediately gone to work. We are of opinion 
that the hours of working are too long, and if, instead of working twelve 
hours, the proprietors were to have three cores of eight hours, much more 
work would be done, and at a less price; at the same time, we must de- 
precate the mode in which the colliers presume to dictate to their em- 
ployers. From all accounts, it seems that the proprietors have been ex- 
cessively careful, and that not only has the underviewer been constantly 
on the spot, but the mine has on various occasions been inspected by se- 
veral experienced mining engineers. Since June 19 the men have ab- 
sented themselves from work, and when we consider the large amount of 
capital thereby thrown out of circulation, some idea may be drawn of the 
injury inflicted on the surrounding district. One complaint made by the 
workmen is, that unless they have tickets of leave from their last em- 
ployers, they can get no employment elsewhere. This, we think, is un- 
just. The workmen have no right to dictate to the proprietors: if, how- 
ever, they have no confidence in the agent who superintends the workings 
—if they imagine through his experience and incompetency their life is 
endangered—they should have the power of leaving their situation, and 
bettering their condition elsewhere. A combination of workmen against 
proprietors is to be deprecated, and in the same measure we must blame 
a@ union of the masters to oppress the labourers. On all occasions strikes 
are ill-advised, and experience has shown us that from these attempts no 
good has ever arisen; mutual forbearance should be exercised on both 
sides. The interests of the employer and employed are identical, and an 
evil detrimental to the one is sure to recoil on the other. 

At the meeting, Mr. James Barlow presided. Several speeches were 
made by workmen, who all complained of the incompetency of the present 
manager of the Oaks Colliery. The following resolutions were agreed to . 

1. That this meeting is of opinion that no employer is justified in cxacting labour 
from those in his employment under circumstances which endanger the lives of work- 
men.—2. That owing to the incompetency of the steward, Mr. Minto, the Oaks Pit, 
at the time of the strike, was in a dangerous condition, so far as regards the men 
working in it.—3. That the miners of the Oaks Colliery being thus justified in turn- 
ing out, this meeting pledges itself to ufford its moral and pecuniary support to the 
men on strike until they shall have brought their praiseworthy struggle to a success 
ful termination.—4, That this meeting cannot allow the present opportunity to pass 
without expressing its strong disapproval of those rules recently issued by the pro- 
prietors of the Oaks Colliery, which relate to the number of hours the men are re- 
quired to work in the pit; that compelling of miners to work twelve hours per day 
in the pit is calculated to deprive them of that relaxation so necessary to those whose 
work is so labourious and exhausting, and the moral disadvantages of which cannot 
be compensated by any benefit they may receive. 

The magistrates of Barnsley have made an example of Rueben Robinson, 
one of the turn-outs at the late strike at the Elsecar Iron- Works, who 
has been committed for one month to hard labour for having left his 
work without notice, and engaged himself at the iron-works at Thornhill 
Lees. The other sixteen men who left their work returned to it again, 
in Poe to going to prison.

THE IRON AND COAL TRADES OF STAFFORDSHIRE, 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WOLVERHAMPTON.) 

Ave. 8.—Owing to the intense heat which has prevailed this week, 
—and attributed by some people to the comet which our astronomical 
savans expect, and an Irish observer says he has seen—the iron-works have 
been well nigh at a stand, except in the rolling mills, the men finding it 
impossible to stand at their furnaces, with the thermometer at upwards 
of 80° in the shade. This has not been inopportune, as orders continue to 
be limited, and the trade is flat, At the same time, some makers haye a good 
supply of orders, and are able to keep their works fully employed, without 
making extraordinary arrangements for the purpose, while all the lead- 
ing men can keep most departments of their works in complete operation. 
“Tronmaster,” in his letter of last week, suggests that a reduction of 
20s. might be desirable, as during the war when the Orders in Council 
prevented so much of the usual continental supply being furnished from 
this country, engagements were entered into with foreign (chiefly Rhine, 
Prussian, and Belgian) houses, which he thinks it would require lower 
prices to break off. I have frequently referred to this in my letters, as 
one element of the diminished demand, but I hear that at present an 
eminent house, doing a large business with Hamburg, Bremen, Berlin, and 
other places in North Germany, have their usual orders, except where 
contracts entered into during the war are unexpired, so that this tem- 
porary loss of continental customers has well nigh been made up already, 
without prices being reduced. This fact, however, is not advanced as an 
argument against the necessity of reduction, which appears very likely to 
e place in September, unless the large autumn demand that was cone 
fidently hoped for should shortly be experienced. As, however, Iron- 
master” truly observes, when this is effected wages must be reduced, and 
this would be impracticable when the harvest is waiting to be gathered ; 
besides which, men must feel a good deal of the effects of short time before 
they will be convinced that the reduction is necessary. Meanwhile, as 
this tedious course of leading them to a conviction of the necessit of 
lower rates is going on, other and rival districts will take our orders, 
and they may not come back when finally the reduction is obliged to be 
effected. How every question respecting trade and manufactures turns 
up to the surface the great necessity of the better education of the work- 
ing classes ! ; } 

The Board of Trade returns are exceedingly favourable. An increase 
of nearly 2,500,000/, in the exports in the month of June as compared 
with last year, and of nearly 2,000,000/. as contrasted with 1854, shows 
a great expansion of our manufactured productions ; and this increase 
is not exceptional, since the increase for the six months is nearly 
11,000,000/, in excess of 1855, and not much less than §,000,000/. as 
compared with 1854. ‘This increase has applied to metals generally, 
and iron particularly, in quite equal proportions. There were exported 
in the first six months of 1854 of pig-iron 166,960 tons; in 1855, 
158,758 tons; and this year, 176,448 tons, Of bar-bolt and rod, 1854, 
341,290 tons; 1855 it fell to 233,973 tons; and this year amounts to 
356,165 tons. In 1854 cast-iron reaches the quantity of 40,093 tons ; it fell 
in 1855 to 30,497 tons; and is this year 33,326 tons. Wrought-iron, in 
1854 was 98,721 tons ; in 1855, 73,712 tons; and this yearit has incr 
to 135,997 tons. It will thus be seen that the export of iron ney the 
present year has considerably exceeded that of the first six months (cast- 
iron being an exception) of 1854, when the exports were very large, being 
greatly in increase of the flourishing previous year. Looking at the 
complaints of the Staffordshire makers of the absence of orders, especially 
American, I cannot but conclude that other districts are securing a portion 
of the trade that has hitherto fallen to South Staffordshire. This appears 
more plainly, when it is observed that the largest increase is in “ bar, bolt, 
and rod,” which is the chief produce of this district which is —- 
It appears from this view, that a reduction of price must shortly take 
place, unless a very greatly increased demand springs up. Probably the 
Cleveland district has had something to do with this loss of orders, 
although I am far from sharing in the gloomy anticipations which an 
article in your Journal of last week holds out to the iron makers of 
Staffordshire as the result of the monoply of the trade by the Yorkshire- — 
men. Looking at the remoteness of Staffordshire from the sea-coats— 
carriage to Liverpool at the present moment exceeding the fates ne Srom that 
port to New York—it would appear to be the policy of the manufacturers 
here to aim at producing the best qualities, the price of which being high, 
the carriage will bear a less proportion to the total cost. 

The low freights, consequent upon the non-employment of transports 
by the Government, is a circumstance favourable to the iron trade, and is 
causing a good deal of iron to be shipped to the United States that would 
otherwise not go there, although this probably refers more to Scotch pigs 
and cheaper manufactured iron than to that of South Staffordshire, The 
following are the rates of freight at which ships are offered to load at 
Liverpool with iron :—New York, 9s. ; Boston and Philadelphia, 12s. 6d. ;

Other actions had also been brought against the 
company. A meeting of the company was held on April 3, 1855, at 
which a large number of the shareholders attended, and it was resolved, 
the mines being considered by competent persons to be of a very valu- 
able character, it was desirable that the property should be further deve- 
loped, and that a call of 23. 6d. per share should be made todo this. Many 
of the shareholders, however, did not respond to the call, and this led to 
the failure of the undertaking. 

Covrr Grance Minine Company.—At the last meeting in this matter, 
Mr. Bloxam, chief clerk to Vice-Chancellor Wood, decided on placing 
Mr. De Castro on the list of contributories liable to defray the outstand- 
ing debts, As Mr. De Castro’s case possesses some important features, 
We purpose to notice it anon.

Tempce vr. Powe axp Cooxe.—Ihe plaintiffaad defendants in this action are both 
.dealers in mining shares. 

Mr. Montague Chambers, Q.C., and Mr. Matthews, were counsel; and Messrs, 
Hodgkinson and Frend, attornies for plaintiff. Mc Sergeant Shee and Mr. Lush were 
Counsel, and Messrs. Hancock and Sharp, attornies for defendants. 


The action was brought to recover the sum of 69/. Is. 3d., for 25 Great Wheal Al- 
fred shares, sold and delivered to the defendants. The defendants pleaded a set-off 
&s to 63/, 15s., and a tender and payment into court of 5/. 6s. 34., the balance. The 
defendants did not deny the purchase of the Alfred shares, and the question in the 
cause was, whether they were entitled to their set-off of 63/. 153. 

In appeared that, in July of last year, defendants bought of plaintiff 80 Sortridge 
Consois shares, at about 3/. 104, 61. per share, for delivery in August. The shares 
Went up in value; plaintiff delivered 69, and made repeated promises to deliver the 
balance. That ultimately defendants proposed to make up and close the account at 
61. 15s. per share, the price of the shares being then about 7/, This was agreed to by 
plaintiff, and defendants made out and sent in their account, showing the difference 
to be paid defendants on the transaction 63/, 153. That plaintiff promised rep.atedly 
to pay, and time was given him. The plaintiff, however, denied ever having made 
an arrangement, or promised to pay, and stated the shares were bought for time, and 
Was atime bargain, and void under the Waging Act. This was denied by defendants, 
Who stated the purchase was for actual delivery. 

We give the summing up of the learned Judge at length, because he made some 
observations respecting the position of parties who buy and sell stock and shares, 
which we think well founded. 


Tae Lorp Cuer Baroy: Gentlemen of the Jary,—This is an action brought by the 
plaintiff, Mc Temple, to recover the sum of 69/. is. 3d. ‘There is no doubt that a sum 
of money was due, and is due in one sense, from the defendants to the plaintiff, but the 
defendants say this, —" We bring 5/. 6s. 3d. into court, and we say you owe us 63/. 153.5 


631. 15s. and 5/. 6s. 3d. together make 69/. Is. 3d. that we owe you, and so matters are 
sqdared.” In other words, they plead a set-off, and the only point that arises in the case 
is with respect to the set off ; there ia noother question in dispute. The learned counsel 
who has jast satdown, no doubt correctly enough, stated in the commencement of his 
last address to you that nothing had been said (nor had anything been said) whatever, 
either by the learned serjeant, my brother Shee, or by myself, in the course of the cause 
—nobody had adverted to the question, whether the claim was one that could be set off. 
No doubt, that is a matter you have to cousider; but the grand question that has been 
made in the canse is, whether there is a claim on the part of the defendants of some sort 
or other against the plaintiff, to the amount of 63/. 5s. Now, I own it appears to me 
that some considerable mistake has been made in the use of the word “ jobbing,” as to 
share jobbing and stock-jobbing. ‘ Stock-jobbing” is used in two senses—one is dab- 
bling in the funds by way of mere speculation. Generally speaking, by this we do not 
understand it to be a very honourable transaction—I believe it to bea very unprofitable 
transaction indeed ; but it means also a totally different thing —a perfectly fair transac- 
tion, and one absolutely necessary to the concerns of mankind, and carried on by per- 
sons of immense property and the greatest respectability. There are persons in what is 
called the stock-market who sit there ready to buy or sell. If you ask them to sell, they 
ask a price which is generally 4, or some small per centage, more than they will give 
you if you want them to buy; but, however, they are always ready to do either the one 
Or the other, according to the price of the day. There isa tarn of the market which 
they take, and that is their profit. If the market next day, from any adverse news, is 
lower, or from any prosperous intelligence is higher, it does not signify much to them, 
for what is gained by buying and selling, and selling and baying, is getting the turn of 
the market—that is their profit. When, therefore, the learned counsel, Mr. Chambers, 
says Mr, Powell, the defendant, did not want the shares, and yet he was buying them, 
and that was “rigging the market,” he is confounding one description of jobbing with 
another. Messrs. Powell and Cooke, whoare share jobbers,®are always ready to buy, if 
they can get shares at an advaniageous price, and they are always ready to sell atan ad- 
vantageous price, They don't buy because they want the shares—they buy because they 
are jobbers. It is quite right you should understand this sort of business. It is very 
unlike almost any other sort of concern that regularly exists in commerce. Wholesale 
persons dea! in a wholesale way in various commodities: there is no such market for 
meat, or bread, or vegetables, not even at Covent Garden market; there is hardly such 
a market for sugar. There is nothing which stands upon the same footing as stock-job- 
bing. I believe, certainly, there may be trausactions in the cotton trade at Liverpool 
and Manchester that resemble a good deal the proceedings of the share-market and the 
stock-market ; but Jobbing in the stocks and jobbing in shares is a matter that may be 
as honest and respectable, and as free from reproach, a3 any other transation in whieli 
men can be engaged. A man emparks in it; it requirescapital. A person embarks in 
it for the parpose of buying from those who want to sell, and selling to those who want 
to bay. Jobbers are appiied to by brokers, and, in the case of stock brokers and stock 
jobbers, they are two totally different classes of persons. I believe it rarely happens 
that the same man is broker and jobber; and, although the transactions of both are fre- 
quently mixed up together in what may be called mere specul«tion—mere time bargains 
—the general course of dealing is as I have stated. Investmentsare made tothe amount 
of thousands and thousands every day. Persons who possess stock, and want to sell for 
the porpose of raising money, sell and thousands. Thess pomehe con vents 
to buy of those who want to sell, and to sell to those who want to buy; and their profit 
is the turn of tlie market; I believe it is generally §—certainly never more than }. 
Gentlemen, what have to consider is—first, what was the‘nature of the 
between the and the deiendants with respect to the set-off. That is the 
thing, for there ie no doubt, apart from the plea of set-off, the plaintiff would be 


to a verdict for 69%. Is. 34. The learned counsel who had just addressed you, Mr. 
Chambers, has properly said there are two questions. The first is, was the transaction 
between the plaintiff and defendants, which took place in July last year, and which 
sccording to the plaintiff's account was a transaction of 70 shares, and according to the 
defendant's account Was a transaction of 80—was that a time bargain? That is the 
first question. Why, the plaintiff himself says that he delivered 50 out of the 70, and 
and he would have delivered the other 20 if they had been asked for. That ts his own 
account of the matter. How can one make that out to be a time bargain or Wager ? 
As totime bargains, the Act of Parliament made time bargains in stocks illegal (what is 
called the Stock Jobbing Act); and it is, in consequence of that phrase being applied to 
the transactions of that Act, that these large transactions, which are conducied by 
wealthy, eminent, and most respectable men as stock jobbers, have been stigmatised, 
and the parties having got into disrepute by being called stock jobbers, when, in truth, 
the transaction is a perfectly legitimate application of capital. But that Act of Par- 
\iament does not apply to foreign stock, and it cannot apply to shares; for | think there 
$ nothing about shares of mines or shares of public companies. These is no expression 
in the Act that will make it apply to them, and you may take it to be a clear matter of 
law that that Act does not apply to the present transaction. The only Act that applies 
wo the present transaction is an Act recently in'roduced, within the last eight or ten 
years, by Lord George Bentinck, called the Wagering Act, which very properly has 
made all matters of mere wager honorary bargains and engagements only. Itis now 
different from what it was formerly ; it is not now competent for a plaintiff to bring an 
action to recover what may be due to him as the result of a mere wager. Do you be- 
lieve this was amere wager? How can there be a difference between the 20 remaining 
undelivered, and the 60 or 50 (the defendants say 6°, the plaintiff 50)—how can there 
be a difference between one part and the other. Upon the 27th July 20 more and 30 
more were bought; 20 at 3/. 10s, and 30 at 3/. IIs. 3d. Prior to that, there had been 
bought, upon the 17th of July, 20 shares at 3/. 5s., and 10 at 3/. 6s. 3d.; and Mr. 
Powell, who had bis book in his hands, was checked as to his transactions by another 
book, which do doubt was furnished by the plaintiff himself. When this came out, the 
probability is that Mr. Temple had not included in his view the 10 shares sold upon the 
(7th. Take the 20 sold upon the 17th, and the 50 sold upon the 27th, they make 
together 70; whereas the defendants say there were 10 other shares bought upon the 
{7th, which would make 80, Now, out of the shares he actually delivered 50, and it is 
admitted, if the nime had been given, he must have delivered the others, and he 
would have ten days to doit. This isthe plainuff'sown view. I must say that does not 
look to me like a mere wager, even if it were a transaction that might end in payment 
of money only. That does not appear to me to be a mere wager; for, taking the 
plaintiff's own account, 70 shares are sold, and 50 ure delivered, but no name being 
given for the other 20, Mr. Temple said, “I have a right to consider that as a time 
bargain, and you have no right to call upon me for the shares until after ten days 
from the time a name has been given; and if no name was given, then it must pass 
on to some other day of settlement.” Does that look like a mere wager? If the 
questie.: bad been the other way, and Powell and Cooke were suing as the plaintiffs, 
and the defendant, instead of being Powell and Cooke, was Mr. Temple defending him 
self on the grouud that this was a wager, I am rather inclined to think I should have 
told you there was no evidence to make out that it was a mere wager. It is one entire 
transaction ; it is not pretended there is any difference between the 50 and the 20, and 
if the 50 was not a mere wager, how can it be suid that the other 20 was? In truth, it 
is only in the case of time bargains that you can say the thing degenerates into a wager. 
A time bargain is this, where there is no intention of receiving or delivering stock. If 
4& Man were to go and say, “ Here is the stock, I am ready to deliver it,’’ (the other 
would say in such a case, * No, our bargain is irrespective of that; our bargain is tor 
4 wager; if the stocks are higher, you pay me the difference; if they are lower, | pay 
you ;” how can any one say that is similar to this transaction where 50 out of the 70, 
and according to the defendant 60 out of the 80, were actually in point of fact delivered ? 
There is another matter, because Mr. Chambers is quite right; if this had remained 
merely as an action for not delivering stock, the damages would have been unliqui- 
dated, and it could not have been made the subject of a set-off. The question is, has it 
been reduced to a money demand? The defendant, Mr Powell, appeared to me ‘o be 
as clear headed and as straight-forward a man as I ever saw in the witness-box. You 
are the constitutional judges of the matter; but I think it is right to observe, seeing 
the sort of attack made upon him while he was about an hour under cross examinations 
by my watch, that it appeared to me that he never lost’ his temper or his presence of 
mind (whether he spoke the truth or not you are entirely the judges); but a clearer- 
headed man as a witness I must say I never saw, or aman who less laid himaelf open to 
reproach of any kind. 

The defendants having a claim for 63/7, 15s.: instead of bringing an action to recover 
the amount, they go and buy some shares, and then they do not pay for them, but they 
propose to set the amount off. I rather wonder that Mr. Chambers did not dwell a little 
upon this, for it is the only biot, as it appears to me, that can be mentioned in the case. 
If they had ‘sued for that 63/. 15s., 1 do not see what answer coul! have been given. 
Then it could have not been set off, because it was not 4 mouey claim. In one way or 
other it must have been recovered, as it seems to me. But instead of taking that course, 
the defendants proposed to bay shares, aud to incur a debt, and then they pat themselves 
in the difficult position of being defendants instead of plaintiffs—of having to make a set 
off instead of establislung a claim, and being exposed to all the cross-examination and 
observations that you have heard about them. If they had said at once “ That is our 
claim, and we insist upon being paid, and we will be paid,” I should almost be disposed 
to say it would have been an undefended cause. However, here it is; and now the ques- 
tion which you have at present to decide is—first, is this a mere wager? Gentlemen, 
that is a question for you; but I do not think I ought to hesitate to say that it does not 
appear to me that there is any evidence upon which you could act, so as to come to the 
conclusion that this isa mere wager. It must be remembered that the 50 shares were 
clearly to be delivered, and were in fact delivered. Why should they not all have been 
delivered 

Now, Gentlemen, comes the next question: was this reduced to the shape of a money 
claim, so that the defendants had a right to say “ We will set it off?” Now, upon 
that you have, no doubt, the distinct evidence of the plaintiff on the one side, and you 
have also the distinct evidence of the two defendants and a clerk of theirs upon the 
other. The plaintitf most distinctly says, * I did not agree to pay the amount.” Gentle- 
men, that is not quite correct, as Mr. Chambers assumed, in his address to you, that the 
conversation about the difference between law and morality was imaginary, for Mr 
Temple most distinctly said that he told Mr. Powell, * You have no legal claim to the 
difference; it isa moral right, but a lewal wrong’, I have that down as Mr. Temple’s 
own statement, in that witness-box. Mr. Powell, however, says, after going through 
the circumstances which gave rise to all this contention, that after repeatedly asking 
for the transfer of the remaining 20 shares that had not been delivered, he says “I said 
I am willing to close the ghares.” He says, ‘‘ I wrote a letter upon September 7;” he 
said the letter had not duly reached him. On the 17th of September, he said, * I wrote 
again; we got no answer, but I saw Temple, on the 22d, near the Stock Exchange, and 
I then asked him what was to be done, and he said, as he had done before upon other 
occasions, that the shares had not come in; that he would deliver the shares as fast as 
they came in, but they had net come in. I said I will be willing to close the shares at 
the lowest possible price of the day. He consented to the arrangement, and said we 
were very liberal. There were shares done on that day at 7/., but the lowest price was 
61. 15s. We took that price, and we made out the account at thatrate. He said,‘ You 
have made them out at a low figure.’ He expressed himself satisfied, but said it was nut 
convenient tu pay ; and he mentioned the names ot persons from whom he had expected 
money that he had not got.” Now, Gentlemen, while I state this as the evidence of Mr. 
Powell, I ought to state that, substantially all this is contradicted and denied by Mr. 
Temple. Then, he says, “ | applied personally, many times, and the answer always was, 
* I have not been settled with yet, and, until then, [ cannot settle with you.’” Then, he 
says that he had discovered that the account which had been given with respect to the 
parties to pay money was incorrect. He says, * I have no information of my own, but I | 
had that from my partner.” The account that the partner gives is this, that he under: | 
stood from him that some bill had bsen dishonoured,—something not paid. On enquiry, | 
he had reason to believe that the statement was incorrect , and, therefure, insisted upon 
the account being closed. ** Then we sent upon the Saturday and the Mouday ; and, after- 
wards, upon the 9th, lie called to know our names, and I gave the names.” That was 
with the view of bringing the action: he gave the Christian names. It was then 
he said, ** I admit that you are morally right, but you are legally wrong.” Then he was 
cross examined at very great length, and he referred to his book, which I cannot help 
saying was right, because when a man sees he is being examined from a book, I cannot 
wonder he is a little desirous to make his answers from a book, if hehas one. The ex- 
amination had been. in the first instance, genera!, not referring to any regular book-keep- 
ing matters before him, but simply enquiring whether he had any general dealings with 
those parties; but when he sees the learued counsel poring over a book, and getting 
figures, names, and dates, then, I think it is quire right that a man should say, “ If you 
want the thing in a regular way, let me refer to my book and I will tell you. Then, 
his partner, Mr. Cook was called, and he confirms the account which he gave. Then, the 
clerk says he applied to Mr. Temple a dozen times. He said he had an amount to re- 
ceive, and he would pay the amount when ‘e received it. 

The only witness for the plaintiff was himself. For the defendants you have heard Mr. 
Powell, one of the defendants ; you have also had the evidence of Mr, Cooke and of the 
clerk, and they all of them say distinctly that it was reduced to an account, turning it 
distinctly into pounds. shillings, and pence, making a demand of 63/. 16s., and they all 
say Mr. Temple promised to pay it. He says, ** No;” but heat the sume tine admitted 
that he said, “* You have got no legal claim. It is morally right, but legally wrong.” 
Now, if that did pass, it looks as if the ptrties had come to a point where it had become 
a distinct question of money. But, gentlemen, you are to judges of that. If you think 
this was not a mere wager, bat was a purchiase of shares to be delivered, you will say 60. 
And here I may say Mr. Powell was quite right to call your attention to this matter, 
for the buying and selling of shares or of stock, or of any shares of this description, is 
one of the most common, as well as one of the most useful, occupations with refereuce 
to that sort of business ; just as, no doubt, with respect to general commerce, althoug! 
there may not be many persons engaged in it, it is aseful that there should always be 
some persons ready to give a fair price for any article, whether it be toa farmer for a 
stack of wheat or hay, or to a person possessed of a large cargo of any description of 
goods, it is desirable that there should be persons always ready to buy of those who want 
to sell, or ready to sell to those who want to buy. Gentlemen, if you think this was a 
transaction of buying and selling, and not 4 mere wager, then that gets rid of one point, 
and then there would be something dae from the plaintiff to the defendants ; and if you 
think that was reduced to a money demand, and you believe the two defendants and 
their clerk rather than the plaintiff, then, being reduced to a money demané, it is ca- 
pable of being set off. If that is the *iew which you take of it, then this, with the money 
paid into court, has satisfied the plaintiff’s demand, and the defendants would then be 
entitled to your verdict; bat if you believe that either this was a mere wager, or, whe- 
ther it wasa wager or not, that it was not reduced into a money demand, then the 
plaintiff is entitled to your verdict. 

The jury consulted for afew moments, and returned averdict for the defendants. 


The cross-cxamination of the defendant Powell by Mr. Montague Chambers ocqu- 
pied more than an hour; and the ready, straightforward, self-possessed, humorgus 
way in which his answers were given, and bis tact and dexterity in making his r 
recoil on the learned counsel, were so telling, that bench, tar, and spectators were fre- 
quently convulsed with laughter; and the learned counsel when he sat down loo! d 
as if he felt he had come off second best. 
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Convertine Iron into Sreeu.—Mr. Horace Vaughn, of Providence 
(U.S.), claims to have diseovercd an expeditious and eeonomical plan for hardening 
icon. He uses the following ingredients in relative proportions —bichromate of pot- 
ash, 20zs,; prassiate of potash, 14 0zs.; chloride of sodium, 170zs. This compound, 
dried and pulverised, is sprinkled upon the iron while at a cherry red, and the article 
to be hardened is then planged intocold water. Theadvantages of this discovery are, 
the iron is hardened and tempered at the same time ; the process is performed in much 
jess time than by any known mode. Mr. Vaughn’s discovery appears to be a most 
valuable one, and from the case with which experiments may be made, it will un- 
doubtedly claim the attention of iron workers. The above paragraph we have deen 
in a number of our exchanges.

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STRUCTURE OF THE PRIMARY ROCKS, AND THEIR 
a METALLIC PRODUCTIONS.*—No. II. 


Mr. Hopkins proceeds in stating that— 

« The rocks from which the greatest amount of gold has been, and is still, obtained 
belong exclusively to the primary vertical series, and not to the fossiliferous beds, 
as has been d by geologists. It is the disintegration of the metalliferous 
bands that produce the gold obtained from superficial deposits. It is the external 
disintegration and final decom position of the vertical primary slates that produce the 

superficial gold deposits of South America, California, Australia, Africa, India, 

and Siberia. How very important, therefore, is the know edge of the order of the 

rimary structure, and the various metalliferous qualities of these primary bands of 

Picks to mining engineers and surveyors engaged in oming developing metal- 

liferous districts in unexplored regions, and how very essential it is that they should 
understand rightly this subject.” 


Mr. Hopkins observes that— 
« [tis a remarkable fact, that the vertical and meridional structure of the primary 
3 is much more uniform and continuous for hundreds of miles, north and soutb, 
jn the rich gold districts than the structure is in the countries in which the ordinary 
minerals prevail.” 

It appears, from the extensive observations of Mr. Hopkins in different 

3 of the world, that the primary structure is much more bent and 
twisted from its normal direction, intersected by cross-veins, and much 
more saturated with water, in the copper and lead districts than in the 
gold and platina regions. Although gold in small quantities may be de- 
tected in almost all primary rocks, yet it appears that it is never found in 
large superficial deposits, excepting where the crystalline bands retain 
their vertical and meridional bearing. This is a very important fact, 
which should always be borne in mind by mining engineers in surveying 
unexplored countries. Hence— 

“To predict with any degree of accuracy the existence of gold in any given region 
or district, in quantities worthy of commercial consideration, it is indispensably ne- 
cesaary to aacertain the following particulars:— _ 

1, If the primary series is uncovered by sedimentary rocks, subject to superficiu! 
disintegration, and more or less covered by the crystalline debris, 

9, If the general structure is found in a vertical and meridional direction, when 
viewed on the large scale. : 

3. If these meridional crystalline bands predominate in ferruginous, argillaceous, 
and chloritic schists, with quartz interlaminated. : 

Without ascertaining these particulars it would be impossible for persons of exten- 
sive practical experience even, much less others, to predict correctly the existence 
of gold in large quantities in any region. bg ~ * The interlaminated 
aarts veins we bat sparingly impregnated with gold in depth—the richest part is 
Soars found near the surface. The reason why it iscommonly fw pny * that quartz 
is the principal matrix of the gold is because the metal precipitated on the quartz ad- 
more strongly to it than it does to the slate,” &. 

«The richest auriferous rocks are so friable, and so subject, on being exposed to 
the air and moisture, to rapid decomposition, as to render it almost impossible to 
preserve the specimens for any length of time,” 

“The terms ‘ drift’ and ‘aluviam,’ are often misapplied, It is stated that the gold

They always follow the indications presented by these meridional bands, 
and sunk their pits through the beds of gravel, clay, and broken slate, down to the 
eiges of the gold-bearing bands, and which they follow north and south.” 

“The structure of the primary series of rocks and their metallic contents were,” 
be maintained, ‘aabjects not purely of a theoretical character, and appertaining 
wlely to the geologist, but essentially practical, and of the highest importance to the 
mising engineer; and it was with this conviction that he had brought the paper be- 
fore the institution.”

Exrractinc Metats rrom tHetr Orgs.—Mr. John Calvert has speci- 
fied his patented improvements in extracting metals from their ores. The invention 
consists in the application of electricity to facilitate the decomposition and extraction 
of metals, This he purposes ‘o effect either by passing an electric current through 
the ore whilst in the furnace, thereby compelling the metal either to precipitate in 
contact with an electrically opposite substance, or to aggregate in nodules. The old 
process of sweating and washing he adopts, using the cheaper kinds of fluxes thun 
those at present used in that process, Sometimes while in the furnace, or after taken 
from the furnace, he adopts the old method of immersing the ore in water, or apply- 
ing the same to it; but in addition to this old method the water is charged with an 
opposite substance to the ‘‘ base ” of the ore—that is, for instance, if the ore be quartz 
or acid base the water is charged with alkali, taking care in most instances to keep 
the vessel in which the immersing takes place under electric influence; or in the 
case of such ores as are not suited for furnace treatment, the electric and opposite ar- 
rangements are brought into play on the ores, under a slow liquid or fluid decompo- 
sition, thereby bringing them into solution, and acting upon them while in solution, 
which is engendered either by bringing ores of an opposite nature to act upon each 
other (for instance, the oxide of tin in opposition to the sulphuret of copper, or the 
sulphuret of iron in opposition to the carbonate of iron), or where this is not conve- 
nient through cmeeay of the necessary ores, then Mr. Calvert uses metals, and some- 
times introduces the known or suitable acidulous solutions used for electrical decom- 

ition. In order toeconomically conduct this operation on the large scale, in many 
nstances he considerably dilutes the acidulous solutions with water, which would be 
otherwise too expensive, and assist their uction by the addition of an opposite sub- 
stance (such, for instance, as an alkali in opposition toan acid base). He sometimes 
uses carbon, either in the furnace process, or that last mentioned. 


“Wasuine Coat.—Mr. Chas. Cowper, patent agent, has specified some 
improvements in the treatment of coal, and in the purification, dessication, and ag- 
giomeration of small coal. An apparatus on the same principle as patented by the 
same person in Nov., 1849, is employed, with the requisite modifications to adapt it to 
the treatment of different qualities and species of coal. It is stated that by the in- 
vention, inferior descriptions of coal, containing large quantities of pyrites and other 
impurities, may be classified, purified, dried, and converted into an artificial fuel of 
great purity, and at a comparatively trifling expense, as the various processes are 
performed with very little manual labour. 


Protection or MeTALuic AND oTHER Surraces.—Mr., G, E. Cook, of 
reenock, has invented a new composition for protecting exposed surfaces, or sur- 
faces liable to oxidation, deterioration, or decay, and which is applicable to all kinds 
of ironwork, brickwork, stonework, plasterwork, Roman cement, and, amongst other 
things, to mirrors or silvered glasses. In making up this composition, from two to 
six pounds of gum shellac are dissolved in ripe gallon of methylated spirit; or in- 
stead of methyleted, wood spirit may be used. The dissolved gum may then be mixed 
with any suitable colouring matter, and is to be applied to the surface to be protected 
like ordinary paint or varnish. In using the composition for protecting the silvered 
side of mirrors, it may either be applicd directly like paint, or a piece of gauze or 
other woven fabric, or of paper or other suitable material, may be stretched over the 
silvered surface, the composition being applied above so as to Lacorpenate the woven 
or other material with itself, for the purpose of preventing the shrinking action of the 
composition from wrinkling or injuring the mercury or reflective coating on the glass. 


~ Manuracture or Inon.—It has heretofore been proposed to mix com- 
mon salt with the ordinary charge of iron furnaces, as it is put in at the top of the 
farnace; but salt being volatile at a red heat, is vaporised in great part by the current 
of heated gas, and is lost before it can act with full effect upon the materials in the 
farnace, Mr. R. A. Tilghman, of Philadelphia (U.S.), introduces common salt di- 
rectly into the lower parts of iron furnaces where the temperature is \ery high, so 
that being there immediately vaporised, and diffusing itself into the gaseous atmos. 
phere, it penetrates into the pores and cavities of the materials, and in consequence 
of this great surface of contact at an intensely high temperature, it produces a more 
powerful chemical effect. The salt may be introduced either in the solid, melted, or 
gaseous form, but the method preferred is to feed ay | powdered salt in a constant 
stream into the blast-pipes of the furnace, so that the blast shall carry it at once into 
the hotest part of the furnace, The quantity of salt used is from about 3 per cent. 
and upwards of the weight of the iron and slag produced, but the inventor does not 
confine myself thereto, as the quantity may be varied according to the nature of the 
ore and fuel employed; and he states as a general rule, thatas the materials used are 
more highly sulphurous, he employs a larger quantity of salt. 


ARaitway Sionats.—Mr. G. H. Cottam, of the St. Pancras Iron- Works, 
St. Pancras, has patented some improvements in applying detonating or exploding 
signals on the rails of railways. For which purpose, the detonating or exploding 
signals are made with an inclined end, in order that they may be caleed at their other 
ends when the wheele of a locomotive or of a railway carriage pass over them, and 
such other ends of the detonating or exploding signals are made suitably for a slide 
to receive and hold them. An upright trunk or holder is employed at the side of a 
railway, in which several detonating or exploding signals are piled one over the other 
in such manner that they may be taken from the trunk or holder separately by aslide 
or suitable instrument. At the lower part of such trunk or hold:r there is a slide, 
with an opening in its end suitable for receiving the outer end of a detonating or ex- 
ploding signal, which by sliding moves the signal over the rail and retains it pro- 
perly in position to be run on and exploded by the passing wheels; or the separate 
signals may be taken and placed on the rails by other suitable form of instrument, 
The slide or other instrument is arranged to be moved by a wire, cord, or otherwise, 
from a distance, so as to put a detonating or exploding signal on toarail. This ap- 
paratus may be combined with, and worked by, other or sern signals on a line of rahi. 
way, or the apparatus for acting on the exploding or detonating signals may be used 
separate from the seen signals on a line of railway.

jointing, as hereafter described—that is, the ends are scar{-formed, with tongues 
or —- pieces projecting beyond the said lengths, or rails, or metals, and so that 
the rails or metals shall have bear.ngs against each other, and upon or against the 
flange or flanges thereof, and may or may not be further connected together by two 
square or other suitably formed rivets or bolts, to pass through the said scarf-joint- 
ing of the same. This not only prevents the vertical working now found to occur at 
the joints of the rails, but will tend to preciude accidents occurring from the joints 
getting foul; as, in point of fact, the invention renders the line of rail, though com- 
posed of many lengths, as usual, one continuous and complete rail, asit were, and allows 
the sleepers of the kind now in use being placed at a uniform distance apart. This 
mode of joining can be applied to double and single faced rails, and the practical man 
will understand that this joint may be made by cutting away the flanges to the ex- 
tent required by circular saws, and re-heating the end of the rail, and placing itin a 
die to press it into form, or the steam-hammer, or rolls, may be adopted for this 
purpose; all of which, Mr. Harst states, will be better understood from a reference 
to the drawings accompanying the specification; we shall, therefore, as we deem this 
invention one of importance, take an early opportunity of placing the drawings 
and a fuller description before our readers. 


Y Durvine Bannsror Macuinery,—Mr.T. Holmes, of Hull, haspatented 
the preparation of ‘‘ walrus” or sea-horse hides in such manner as to fit them for, 
and to apply them in the manufacture of, driving straps and bands for machinery. 
The walrus hides are to be unhaired by lime in the usual manner, as is well under- 
stood, or otherwise. The hides are then to be saturated with water, mixed with alum 
and salt, well handling the hides during the process of saturating them, as heretofore 
practised. When the hides have been thus treated, and are taken out to be dried, 
oil and tallow are to be rubbed on as when preparing such hides for other purposes. 
The hides whilst still damp are then subjected to rolling and stretching processes. 
For these purposes smooth brass rollers are employed ; and for stretching the inventor 
prefers to fix one end of a hide by clamping it between two clamping surfaces, fixed 
to a frame or table; the other end of the hide is fixed between two other clamping 
surfaces, which are capable of being moved away from the fixed clamping surfaces, 
Under the hide when being stretched three or more rollers are placed, which are free 
to rollor move along the surface of the frame ; these rollers are of different diameters ; 
the central! onc is of largest diameter, whilst the others decrease in diameter as they 
come nearcr to the clamping instruments, so that the hide is supported, yet bent out 
of a straight line, by the rollers. The clamping instruments are caused to separate by 
two screws, put simultaneously into motion, 


“ Gas rrom Prat.—Mr. P. M. Salomon, of Rue Neuve, Paris, has pa- 
tented some improvements in the manufacture of gas from peat, and in the coke re- 
sulting therefrom, and also in the apparatus connected with that manufacture. His 
improvements in the manufacture of gas from peat consists in subjecting the gas, af- 
ter distillation from the raw material, to the action of coke placed in a second retort 
and kept in a heated state. The coke used for the purpose is that of the peat result- 
ing from a previous operation, ‘The coke is at the same time benefited as a combas- 
table material. He places the peat in a retort somewhat of the ordinary kind, but 
from which gas is conducted at the back down into another retort placed in the same 
furnace or heat chamber, i diately below the first retort. He uses two similar 
retorts to distil gas from the peat, and connects them both with the lower or coke re- 
tort, so that the whole of the gus evolved passes through such lower retort, and en- 
tering at the back end, passes off by a pipe from the front tothehydraulic main. He 
uses two retorts for the distillation of the gas from the peat, and one of similar size 
for the reception of the coke, in order to afford double the capecity for the peat to 
that required for the coke. The coke or residuum resulting from the distillation of 
the gas in the upper retort is removed from thence, after all the gas is evolved, and 
transferred to the lower retort, where it is subjected to the action of the gas, produc- 
ing economically gas from the peat for the purposes of illumination, while at the same 
time the bituminous matters abstracted from the gas and deposited in the coke im- 
prove the quality of the coke resulting from that manufacture. To separate the oxide 
of carbon from the gas, the inventor subjects it to the action of a solution of calcium, 
after it leaves the retorts. 


~ Preventine Pires Burstinc.—Dr. Squires, of Liverpool, has just spe- 
cified his patent (obtained through Mr. Campin, the patent agent) for improvements 
in preventing the bursting of pipes and tubes for been firs liquids. The specifica- 
tion is somewhat lengthy, but the following is a general idea of the invention. This 
invention consists in the use of mechanism, or apparatus applied to pipes and tubes, 
so that the introduction of liquids into the same may be prevented at pleasure, and 
the liquids 2 admitted when required, Or the object of this invention may be 
effected by use of an elastic agent, which will neutralise the bursting power of 
the frost or liquid in the pipe or tube. |

Rattway Trarric.—The Traffic Returns of Railways in the United 

Kingdom for the week ending Aug. 2 amounted to 495,610/., and for the correspond- 
ing period of last year to 462,890/,, showing an increase of 32,720/. The gross re- 
ceipts for the eight railways having their termini in the metropolis amounted for the 
week ending as above to 223,450/., and for the corresponding week of last year to 
209,270/., showing an increase of 14,180/, 
The increase on the Eastern Counties Railway amounted to 1678/.; on the Great 
Northern, to 1123/.; on the Great Western, to 1971/.; on the London and North- 
Western, to 43162, ; on the London and Blackwall, to 114/. ; on the London, Brighton, 
and South Coast, to 1017/.; on the London and South-Western, to 2855/. ; and on the 
South-Eastern, to 1106/.: total, 14,180/, 

The receipts on the other lines in the United Kingdom amounted to 272,160/., and 
for the corresponding period of 1855 to 253,620/., showing an increase of 18,540/. in 
the receipts of these lines, which, added to the increase on the metropolitan lines, 
makes the total increase 32,720/., as compared with the corresponding week of 1855, 


At the North London Railway Company half-yearly meeting, on Tues- 
day (Mr. J. Scott in the chair), the Chairman congratulated the company on the im- 
provement in the traffic, which he said was still increasing. During the five weeks 
which had elapsed since the date of the account, there was a surplus of 763/. in the 
returns from passenger traffic as compared with the corresponding five weeks of last 
year. The goods traffic was also progressing. In reply to questions from Mr. Cross- 
field and Mr. Herapath, it was explained that no annual sum was set aside for the 
renewal of the permanent way, all defects being made good each half-year out of the 
current revenue. There had been an addition of ten new engines to the rolling 
stock, on account of which 3000/., remained to be paid, in addition to the 12,596. 
charged. The surplus land and share capital was more than sufficient to meet all 
liabilities on the capital account, A dividend at the rate of 24 per cent. for the 
half-year ending June 30 was declared. The directors were authorised to issue 
debentures in substitution of the existing borrowed capital of the company. 


The London and North- Western Railway accounts for the half-year 
ending June 50, which have just been completed, for the meeting on the 15 inst., give 
as the present amount of the share and loan capital upon which dividend and interest 
have to be provided out of the revenue, 33,489,853/.78.3d., of which 22,049,042/.168.11d. 
has been received in subscriptions on the share capital, and is entitled to share in the 
dividend, 62,3917. takes interest on calls paid in advance, and 11,378,419/, 10s, 4d, 
takes interest as debenture stock. ‘The revenue for the half-year, including traffic 
from the main and subsidiary lines, interest, rents, and all other sources, is stated 
at 1,539,343/. 7s. ld., and the charges, 1,009,892/. 19s. 9d.: leaving a balance of 
529,950/. 7s. 4d., which, added to balance left over on previous baif-year’s account of 
48,5112, 14s, 1d., gives a disposable balance of 578,462/. ls 5d., out of which the direc. 
tors propose to pay a dividend at the rate of 5 percent. perannum. This will absorb 
564,385/. 10s. : leaving balance to be carried forward to next account, 14,076/, lls. 5d, 








Carcutta Rattway.—There was truth inthe expression of the American 
admiral, who, when instructed to demand reparation from Japan, said be was going 
to teach the people of that country Commerce and Christianity. It would have been 
well if our Government had extended commercial interest to our possessions in India, 
Mr. Macaulay says, ‘* We confess, with regret, that the British Government has not 
sufficiently discharged its duty, in respect either to works upon a great scale for pur- 
poses of irrigation, or Roads. Works of the like nature have long been called for; 
and tbat not merely by considerations of humanity, in order to ward off drought and 
consequent famine, but for the improvement of the public revenue: they would make 
an abundant return in a financial point of view.” The honourable and learned 
Memb ’r of the Supreme Council is no mean authority upon this important subject ; 
and had a few millions lost in railway mania in England been expended in India, the 
result would have been the reversion of a certain funded property to thousands of 
families, and commercial prosperity to that distant portion of the empire. Capital- 
ists are at length convinced of this truth, and, also, that nowhere could they more 
profitably invest their money than in Indian railways. Public attention was chiefiy 
drawn to this by the survey made by Mr. Horneman, at the time when Mr. Macaulay 
made the aforsaid observations. Mr. Horneman succinctly demonstrated that the 
formation of docks at Diamond Harbour, on the river Hoogley, and a railway from 
thence to Calcutta, would more promptly develop the resources of the presidencies 
than any enterprise since India became an appanage of the British Crown. He 
proved the advantages to be fourfold—that the most dangerous part of the voyage to 
Hengal would be obviated, the produce from the interior be accelerated to our 
markets, home manufacturers have a readier transit to the metropolis of India, and 
large dividends accrue from all moneys invested in the project. Mr. Stephenson’s 
report says, ‘It appears that the imports and exports of Calcutta, in one year, 
amount to 16,570,000/., of which the chief portion has been received from, or con- 
veyed into, the interior.” The time, however, did not seem suitable, nor was it till 
other railways, in less eligible localities, had established their own success, that the 
Diamond Harbour line became an object of intense interest; and what 20 years 
ago was only contemplated as a possibility must, in a brief time, be one of those 
great facts of energy and remunerative speculation which distinguishes this age. 
The subject has been well received by several eminent merchants and capitalists con. 
nected with both countries, and a widely-extended basis of knowledge and informa- 
tion, adequate to the undertaking, is already in active arrangement and organiza. 
tion. We regret that space precludes the possibility of entering further into a subject 
to which we shall soon return, from a consciousness of its importance.

Y Tue Larcgst STEAMER IN THE WorLD.—The American steamer Vane 
derbilt, the largest steamer in the world, has had a trial trip at New York. Her 
paddle-wheels made 16 revolutions a minute, and it was considered that 18 revolu- 
tions could be got out of her. Twelve of her revolutions were equivalent to 14 knots 
an hour, and with 13 miles an hour only she could cross the Atlantic in ten days. 
Her length is 335 ft., breadth of beam 46 ft., depth of hold 32% ft. She is 5000 tons 
burden. She will draw 20 feet when loaded. She will carry 1000 tons of freight, 
1500 tons of coal, and 800 tons of water. Her crew consist of 150 persons. Amongst 
them, for the engine department will be 4 engineers, 18 coal heavers, 24 firemen, and 
3 water tenders. Her stewards department will consist of 1 steward, 8 cooks, 24 
waiters, and 3 porters. She bas 5 decks and 16 watertight compartments. Her en- 
gines consist of 2 overhead beam-engines, with a power of 5000 horses. The boilers 
are tubular, each 30 ft. long, and weighing 60 tons. The cylinders are 90 inches in 
diameter and 12 ft. stroke. The wheels are 41 ft.in diameter, and the boiler surface 
is 20,000 superficial feet, She has $2 furnaces, and she will consume 100 tons of coal 
in 24 hours, Her floors are fastened through her keel with copper bolts; the bolts 
weight 50 tons. She is iron strapped throughout with 350 diagonal straps, weighin, 
in the aggregate 96 tons, She has been built by day-work, and not by contract, an 
her cost will be nearly 1,000,000 dollars,
